“Our work,” Dr, Campbell said, 
“proves that Mars is not a cold planet 
}in the sense that it has no life. At- 
mospheres as determined on Mars are 
| found to be livable.” 
| FOUR LARGE PLANETS 
Of the nine large planelary bodies. 
| Mercury, Venus, the Earth and Mars 
aro the closest to the sun and are 
known as the terrestrial planets be- 
| cause they resemble the earth in size 
jand density. Speculation as to Ife 
| has centered on them 

The outer planets, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune, are much larger 
than the Earth, move in larger circles, 
are much less derse and are believed 
to be of considerably higher tempera- 
ture. 

Pluto, the outermost planet and the 
great astronomical discovery of last 
year, paradoxically again approximates 
1a terrestrial planet in size and density, 
but is too far away to be a satisfactory 
object for detailed study. 

Mercury, the nearest planet to the 
sun, is 3,000 miles in diameter, or less 
than half that of the earth and about 
four-fifths as dense. It has a hint of 
atmosphere, but iis surfece markings 
are not well enough defined to give 
| Ally satisfactory information as to its 
topography 
| KNOWN AS EARTH'S TWIN 
| Next in line is Venus, the earth's 
[sein Its diameter is 7,700 miles, very 
| Close lo the earth's 7,018, and the den- 
| sities are nearly the same. Venus has 
}an atmosphere also and some astron- 
| ome "rs believe they have detected water, 
vepor, but the planet is an unsatis-' 
| factory telescopic object, with clouds 
}and atgnosphere apparently shutting 
Out @ real view of its surface. 

Venus has about as good a chance of 
| Sustaining life as has Mars, Professor 
Campbell believes, 

“Venus, on account of its denser at- 
mosphere twice as dense as ours, 1s 
| very difficult to observe,” he says, Its 
surface ts seen through the telescope 
at very rare intervals. Thus it has 
been much more difficult to obtain 
data with respect to possibilities of life 
there.” 

MARS HAS MARKINGS 

The Earth 's the third planet away 
from the sun, followed by the great 
mystery, Mars. Mars has an atmos- 
phere, a prominent polar cap, believed 
to be snow or ice, and well defined 
surface markings, which some astron- 
omers, notably Percival Lowell, con- 
structed into an elaborate system of 
canals 

“We have thrown aside the Lowell 
theory of man-made canals on Mars,” 
Says Professor Campbell. ‘These 
markings which appear through the 
| telescope as if they might have been 
| created by means of human effort are 
now believed to be natural water 
coursss lined with foliage, 

“Astronomers generally agree now 
| that Mars has some form of life, If 
you see evidences of vegetation you

i BANK POLICY. 


Mr. Leman, President of the Bankers’ 
‘Association, has issued a statement in 
defence of the banks against the accusa- 
tion that they have withdrawn credit 
wholesale from western farmers. 

He points out, what is frequently 
forgotten, that the money which the banks 
handle is not their own money, nor public 
money, but the money which depositors 
have given into their keeping and which 
they must be in position to return when 
it is demanded. The bank is thus in the 
first instance a trustee for the depositor, 
and must so shape its policy as to protect 
his interests. 

The banks have not, Mr. Leman says, 
adopted a policy of refusing loans to 
farmers, and loans are available where 
the repayment of the loan and interest 
seems to be assured. He adds that the 
banks will be glad to receive complaints of 
specific cases in which loans have been 
refused, and to be thus placed in position 
to review the particular circumstances 
and consider each case on its merits. 

Conditions in the west are such that it 
will no doubt be difficult for a large 
number of farmers to reconcile their 
failure to secure loans with this general 
statement of bank policy, but at least the 
position of the banks has been set forth 
in a moderate and reasonable way, which 
should help to dispel any notion that they 
have assumed an attitude of hostility 
toward western agriculture or that they 
have lost faith in the security of credit 
based upon the outlook for its fulure 
success, 


RU ISSIA EDGES IN 


During the first quarter of the present 
year the people of Great Britain bought 
ten times as much wheat from Soviet 
Russia as they bought during the corres- 
ponding period last year. And at the oud 
of this three month period Canada had 
more wheat on hand than it ever had at 
that date in any preceding year. 

Whatever the reason, Canadian wheat 
is not crowding Russian wheat out of the 
British market. On the contrary, Russian 
exports to Britain have multiplied t@n- 
fold in the year. If Canada has been sell 
ing more wheat in Britain than a year ago 
the gain must have been made at the ex 
pense of ihe growers in the Argentine or 
Australia—not Russia. 

The price may have had something to 
do with the heavy Russian sales, but that 
factor hardly seems to account for the re- 
markable increase. The market has had 
time to get in balance since the Soviet 
started to “dump,” and the Canadian 
wheat that has been sold in Britain has 
been sold against Russian competition. 
The inference is plain that if there had 
been any strong preference for Canadian 
wheat in Britain our sales there would 
have been heavier and the Russian in- 
crease less marked, 

Perhaps the people of Britain are buy- 
ing more heavily from Russia because 
they find they can sell their products there 
more largely than in Canada. Canada last 
fall increased the duty against British 
goods, thus giving Britain a strong reason 
to look for markets elsewhere. That may 
account for the phenomenal increase in the 
sales of Russian wheat in Britain, Like 
others, the people of Britain must do their 
buying where they do their selling, to a 
very considerable extent 


NOTWITHSTANDING 


Noting that $147,000 has been spent 
during the winter in giving direct relief to 
people in the city, the taxpayers will 
naturally feel more than passing interest 
in the report that some of the relief has 
gone to thrifty individuals who were not 
at all in need of it. 

Thrift is a virtue, but there is such a 
thing as overdoing it. The taxpayer is 
bound to think that the limit has been 
passed when he is told that a gentleman 
has been drawing meal tickets from the 
city while rolling around town in his 
private car. And somehow things do seem 
to be out of alignment if it is true that a 
private banker has been accepting the 
hospitality of the relief department while 
doing a loan business on a seven per cent 
basis.

Edmonton is not, of course, the first 
or the only place where incidents of this 
kind have been recorded, Relief depart- 
ments are victimized more or less 
regularly whenever there is wide distress 
in the land. This is perhaps inevitable, but 
relief work goes on just the same. 

The public understand that, with very 
few exceptions, those who ask for relief 
really need it. The exceptions to the rule, 
and there always have been exceptions and 
probably always will be, are not numerous 
enough to obscure the fact that it is a rule. 
So, in Edmonton and elsewhere, the 
hungry will be fed, and clothing and 
shelter given to those who need, even if 
here and there some one does take ad- 
vantage of the public liberality.

CANADA'S NEW REINDEER HERD 


From Natural Resources, published by the De- 
partment of thé Interior; 
In 1929 the purchase of 3,000 reindeer in Alaska 


by the Department of the Interior was approved and 
in December of that year the work of driving or herd- 


ing these animals from the west coast of Alaska to 
ihe eastern side of the Mackenzie valley was begun 
‘The movement of this large herd attracted nation- 
wide attention and its progress has been followed with 
the keenest possible interest. In the spring of 1930 
the herd had reached the Hunt river in the Kotzebue 
Sound area, where a halt for the fawning season was 
called The herd remained in this vicinity for the 
entire mmer while the fawns, which were estimated 
at cl » 2,000, gained rength for the continuation 
of the drive north-eastward 

Before the second stage of the drive was entered 
on late in 1930, a large number of animals were cut 
oul of the herd and returned to Kotzebue on the 
west, coast. of Alaska so as to bring the herd down to 


The movement was then be 
gun north-eastward toward the pass leading to the 
Colville river watershed Reports received late in 
January indicated that good progress was being made 
through the pass and when the 10931 fawning season 
arrives in April it is expected that the drive will have 
reached the delta of the Colville river on the north 
coast of Alaska. Thus only about 400 miles of travel 
along the coast to the east will remain before the 
herd is safely in its new range to the east of the Mac- 
kenzie delta, Officers of the reindeer company and 
of the Northwest Territories and Yukon Branch are 
of the opin'on that the delivery of the herd will be 
made sometime during the winter of 1931-32, 

Preparations for the reception of the herd near 
Kittigazuit on the Canadian Arctic coast just east of 
the delta of the Mackenzie have been practically com- 
pleted. Corrals, buildings and other vange equipment 
have been erected and everything put in readiness for 
the handling of the big herd.

RICH RADIUM-BEARING ORE 


‘There are glowing possibilities in the 
af ta lstte 
fact that the pitchblende ore located 
north of Edmonton has been found 
to be marvellously rich “in radium 
The ore ts found in the western sec- 
tion of the pre-Cambrian shield which 
covers 2,000,000 square miles Ww the 


east, south and west of Hudson Bay. 
If the deposit at Great Bear Lake is 
sufficiently large and if it is otherwise 
feasible to develop i+ al a point 1,200 
miles north of Edmonton, and if other 
discoveries of high value should be 
made in the pre-Cambrian formation, 
this new phase of the mining industry 
in Canada would be of immense im- 
portance 

As with all rich mineral discoveries, 
it is as well not to build castles too 
readily. What is known is that 
samples of the ore have been analysed 
by competent men at Alberta Univer- 
sity and have been found to be ¢x- 
ceedingly rich. The value is estimated 
at $86,600 per ton. The extent of the 
deposit is not known, But the dis- 
covery of this pitchblende ore in the 
pre-Cambrian formation sugests that 
it may be found elsewhere. ‘The min- 
ing fields of Manitoba are all within 
the pre-Cambrian shield, which covers 
more than half the province. 

The discovery of one or two more 
| deposits of rich radium-bearing ore 
}in Canada would make this a greater 
quest than gold, Radium is much 
more valuable, Prospectors vould have 
a great new incentive, and a new 
chapter would open in the history of 
mining in this country, 
| ‘The fabulous price of radium is due 
to its great scarcity and to the highly 
important uses to which it can be put, 
Increased production in Canada or 
elsewhere would bring down the value 
to some extent, but the world would 
get the benefit of the increased supply

I first became convinced that wrong |

The human digestive system has 
been. arranged to handle almost every 
kind of food, It can digest protein 
and starches, but it digests them with 
different types of secretions which

In order to understand food com- 
binations better, let us consider what 
happens when you swallow food, The 
digestion begins in the mouth, but 
only one kind of food is acted upon 
by the ptyalin of the saliva, That one 
food is starch. Protein, such as meat, 
is not digested in any way in the 
mouth except that the chewing breaks | 
it into small particles, ‘The digestive 
ferment in the saliva acts only upon 
the starch, parily convertifg it into 
sugar so that it can be used by the 
body. When the mixture of meat, 
bread and greens enters the stomach 
the gastric juices of the stomach 
have no effect whatever upon the 
starch except that the starch apsorbs 
some of the gastric juice which should 
be used to digest meat. ‘The gastric 
jJulee, containing a Jarge amount of; 
hydrochloric acid, stops the digestion | 
of the starch, as the ptyalin can only |

Deficiency in sufficient caleium, 


phosphorus and iron makes three im- 
portant counts against unbalanced 
reducing diets 

One of the chief objections to dras- 
tic reducing diets from the physician's 
that they underriine 
health, A deficiency in vitamin A 
which builds up the body's resistance 
to infection is the sixth dietetic error 
found in the eighteen-day reducing 
diet, According to this article, vita- 
min A ts found in butter, cream and 
whole milk, These are foods com- 
monly excluded from unscientific re- 
ducing diets, which usually call for 
dry toast, coffee without cream and 
skim milk or no milk at all,

Many people lose interest after frost 
has destroyed the beauty of the gar 


den, there remains a lot of work to 
be done in removing the litter of | 
dead stalks and rubbish, Cut down 


the old growth to about four inches 
above the ground, this will help to 
hold nature's covering in the form 
of dead leaves and’ snow 

The need of protecting hardy plants 
will be realized when it is remembered 
that a covering is required, not to ex- 
clude frost, but as a protection against 
alternate freezing and thawing. To 
satisfactorily, plants, when 
once, that is, when the time arrives 
for them to start into growth in the 
springtime 

Any natural covering of leaves there 
may be should be supplemented by) 
two gr three inches of stable litter 
applicd in November, This covering 
holds the snow, checks evaporation 
and also prevents the plants from 
starting into growth too early in the 
springtime. The covering material 
should not be such as will retain too 
much moisture, nor should it be 
placed thickly enough to heat, for thi 
would be disastrou Cold air should 
circulate freely among (the plants, thir 
will tend to keep them at ever 
temperature 

Do not leave the manure on too late 
as it is lable to burn the young 
growths, when the snow has gone lift 
off the coarse, strawy part with a 
fork. The fine particles may be Jeft 
to be washed inio the ground with the 
Spring reins 

After the border is established it ts 
a mistake to leave the plants to take 
care of themselves. Strong growing 
varieties of spreading habits should 
be taken up and divided as often as | 
necessary In some’ cases every two 
years, but as a rule the border should 
be replanted every four years
